Final  selection  of  the  new  Alice  will  be  made 
at  a Saturday  evening  banquet  and  televised  pro- 
gram. Twenty-two  finalists  selected  from  eleven 
state  districts  are  competing  for  the  honor.  The 
winner  will  succeed  Miss  Marilyn  Draeger  of  Fort 
Atkinson,  go  on  the  state  payroll  at  $4,  800  a 
year  and  travel  throughout  the  country  to  promote 
Wisconsin  products.

dairy  farmers  did  make  strides  toward  decreasing 
their  seasonal  fluctuations.  In  1959  producers 
allowed  production  to  vary  by  35  percent  from 
the  period  of  highest  to  lowest,  while  in  1963 
this  variance  was  within  25  percent. 

The  average  can  producer  in  1962-63  would 
fall  in  the  interval  of  700-750  lbs.  per  day.  The 
average  bulk  producer  for  the  same  time  period 
would  fall  in  the  interval  875-950  lbs.  per  day. 
Bulk  producers  have  continued  to  increase  de- 
liveries over  can  producers  both  in  terms  of  per- 
centage change  and  actual  pounds  of  milk.
